T o Be Sold at Auction 


D O Y L E ST O W N , Oct. fib. 
A fter do 
jug 
aetiv* 
service for '**• years th** 
histiiri* wooden bridge at Castle Val 
ley. in Doylestown township, w ill he 
sold at public auction to the highest 
bidder for old lumber. 
A handsome new reinforced concrete 
bridge has been erected t*» take the 
place of the old wooden bridge. 
The 
new structure erected by the Bucks 
County 
Commissioners cost approxi- ; 
mat cly $50,OOO, it was erected on land 
owned by Henry Happ aud spans the 
Neshaminy Creek on the Low er State 
Road leading from Doylestovvn to the 
Lint uln Pike af Eureka. 
Land dam 
age claims that arose as a result of 
taking land by the right of eminent 
domain on 
which to erect tile new 
bridge, are pending settlement at the 
present time. 
The Low er State Road is maintaine d 
by Doylestown t jwnship in that dis­ 
trict. 
It is not on a line of a state 
route ai the present time but county 
officials are of the opinion that the 
time is not far distant when the state 
w ill take over this highway. 
The old bridge nearby is a shabby 
looking structure. 
It was condemned 
for heavy travel a number of years 
ago. Erected in 1335 by Bucks coun­ 
ty. the old structure ha- three spans 
is wood covered and has a wood plank 
flooring Through Jet years i? has with­ 
stood well the heavy waters of the Ne- 
shominy during flood times and ha- 
i sc aped * he fire bazar d. 
In building the new bridge the Com­ 
missioners eliminated a bad curve in 
the highway, making it necessary to 
take additional land for road construc­ 
tion at the approaches of the bridge.
